Disorders Bring National 
Guard Into Chattanooga 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn. (AP) 
— About 2,000 National Guards­ 
men moved into assigned posts 
today to try to counter what of­ 
ficials called marauding bands 
of criminals who took part in 
three nights of disruptions. 
Gov. Winfield Dunn ordered 
two battalions into the area late 
Sunday after Mayor Robert 
Kirk Walker said there had 
been a breakdown in local law 
enforcement capabilities. There 
were firebombings, sniper fire 
and rock and brick throwing 
through the weekend. 
The disturbances were trig­ 
gered by failure of a black rock 
performer to appear as sched­ 
uled at a concert in the city’s 
Memorial Auditorium Friday 
night. Tension had been high 
following a racial incident at 
the city’s Brainerd High School 
the day before. 
Guardsmen were stationed at 
street corners in the downtown 
area after they were issued 
ammunition. 
A group of more than 100 
blacks, most of them in their 
late teens and early 20s, were 
ordered to disperse from out­ 
side the City Hall-Police De­ 
partment complex. 
The group scattered a few 
blocks away after about 20 
Guardsmen with fixed bayonets 
pursued them. Two were ar­ 
rested. At midmorning crowds 
of blacks were reported gather­ 
ing at other points. 
It was the first time the Na­ 
tional Guard had been called 
out in connection with a Ten­ 
nessee civil disorder since Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr. was

Police said the only person 
injured in the three nights is a 
32-year-old Negro man who suf- 
f e r e d 
small-caiiber bullet 
wounds in the back and face. 
He was listed in fair condition 
Sunday. 
Police said 64 persons ar­ 
rested Sunday night brought 
the total arrested in the three 
nights to about 300 persons, 
most of them black. About half 
are charged with violating the 
Sunday curfew or a 7 p.m. to 8 
a.m. curfew imposed Saturday 
night, and most of the rest 
were arrested early Saturday 
on disorderly conduct charges.

night began after rock per­ 
former Wilson Pickett failed to 
appear at a concert, saying he 
had not been paid in advance. 
Police said young blacks de­ 
manding return of their money 
ripped up seats and tore up the 
box office, causing an esti­ 
mated $2,500 worth of damage. 
Police said the youths then 
took to the streets and broke an 
estimated $8,000 worth of win­ 
dow's in nearby business firms. 
Police ordered the streets 
cleared several hours after the 
incidents and then made their 
first arrests, Several persons 
arrested said they had nothing 
to do with the disorders, and 
their arrests reportedly heigh­ 
tened tensions in the black 
community. 
Police said the marauding 
bands appeared late Saturday, 
relative calm w'as restored Sun­ 
day morning but the bands re­ 
sumed their hit-and-run tactics 
Sunday afternoon. 


Reds Explode 
Huge U.S. 
Fuel Supply 


SAIGON (AP) — Half a doz­ 
en Viet Cong sappers slipped 
into the U.S. Army’s big Cam 
Ranh bay base Sunday night 
and blew up six tanks contain­ 
ing m million gallons of avia­ 
tion fuel, military spokesmen 
announced. 
Field reports said two Ameri­ 
cans were injured. 
Six hours after the ex­ 
plosions, enemy gunners fired 
30 mortars into the support 
command base at the bay 190 
miles northeast of Saigon. A 
communique said the mortars 
caused no casualties or dam­ 
age. 
U.S. officers at Cam Ranh 
bay said the sappers planted 
satchel charges on the fuel 
tanks and the explosions set off 
a huge fire that was still burn­ 
ing 18 hours later. The officers 
said the sappers were seen but 
apparently escaped. 
A spokesman, Maj. Richard 
Gardner, said the aviation fuel 
destroyed was enough to keep 
850 helicopters flying for 24 
hours. 
The U.S. Command said five 
122mm rockets hit Charlie 1, a 
joint American-South Vietnam­ 
ese artillery base six miles 
south of the DMZ. One bunker 
was damaged, but no casualties 
were reported. 
Charlie 1 is six miles north­ 
east of Charlie 2, the U.S. base 
at which more than 60 Ameri­ 
cans were killed or wounded 
Friday when a rocket hit a 
crowded bunker. 
South 
Vietnamese 
forces 
launched a new division-size op­ 
eration in the central highlands 
some 200 miles south of the 
DMZ and reported 69 North 
Vietnamese soldiers were killed 
and II captured during the 
weekend. 
Between 9,000 and 10,000 
troops are taking part in the 
drive in the tri-border region 
where South Vietnam, Laos and 
Cambodia meet. Troops of four 
North Vietnamese regiments 
are operating there. 
The government reported 110 
North Vietnamese and Viet 
Cong killed, most of them by 
air strikes, in another operation 
about 75 miles farther south. 
One South Vietnamese soldier 
w'as reported killed and four 
wounded. 
Also in the northern sector, 
South Vietnamese forces re­ 
ported killing 18 enemy troops 
and capturing 10 AK47 assault 
rifles in more fighting on ridge- 
lines around the A Shau valley, 
375 miles north of Saigon. Field 
reports said three South Viet­ 
namese soldiers were wounded.

nounced that American troop 
strength in Vietnam dropped by 
another 3,200 men last week to 
259,300. 
E l s e w h e r e in Indochina, 
North Vietnamese forces at­ 
tacked two government posi­ 
tions in Northern Laos over the 
weekend, overrunning one and 
suffering heavy losses at the 
other, the Laotian defense Min­ 
istry announced. 
A spokesman said North Viet­ 
namese troops were driven 
back from Bouam Long, north 
of the Plain of Jars, in six 
hours of intense fighting. They 
rampaged through a village, 
killing 22 military dependents 
and wounding 28. 
Six Laotian soldiers were 
killed in the fighting for the 
hilltop military post while the 
retreating North Vietnamese 
left 36 bodies behind, the 
spokesman said. 
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Ex-Sen. Thomas Dodd, Once 
Censured By Senate, Expires

OLD LYME, Conn. (AP) *— 
Former Sen. Thomas D. Dodd. 
D-Conn., whose 1967 censure by 
the Senate for alleged misuse 
of campaign funds led to his 
political downfall, died Monday 
of a heart attack. 
Dodd, who turned 64 last 
Wednesday, was “enjoying a 
quiet evening at home” when 
he collapsed, according to his 
daughter, Martha Bonnano. 
“He died instantly,” she 
added. 
She said there had been no 
indication he was in ill health, 
but he had suffered a heart at­ 
tack in June 1970. 
Joseph Barba fe tie, press aide 
for Dodd during his last term 
in the Senate, said, however, 
Dodd had told him in a serious 
moment a week ago: “I’m not 
going to live very long.” 
Dodd planned to reregister 
with the Democratic party this 
week but had no definite plans 
of seeking public office again, 
said Barbarette. 
Dodd, first elected to the Sen­ 
ate in 1958 after serving two 
terms in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives, was censured by the 
Senate in 1967 for allegedly us­ 
ing at least $6,083 in campaign 
funds for personal purposes. 
He staunchly maintained he 
had done nothing wrong, and he 
noted that he was never 
charged with any criminal 
wrongdoing. 
He decided against seeking 
the Democratic nomination for 
re-election to a third term last 
year and ran as an independent 
in the general election, placing 
third behind Republican Lowell 
P. Wicker Jr., the winner, and 
Democrat Joseph Duffey. 
His independent candidacy, 
he said, was to give the voters 
of Connecticut an opportunity 
to decide his guilt or innocence 
on the Senate censure. 
There was some speculation 
that he was thinking about run­ 
ning for the House next year.

After World War 11, Dodd, an 
attorney, was chief trial coun­ 
selor at the Nurenburg war 
crimes trials. One of his last 
public efforts was to try to free 
Rudolf Hess, a onetime associ­ 
ate of Adolf Hitler convicted at 
the trials. 
Dodd was born in Norwich, 
Conn., May 15, 1907, and was 
educated in Connecticut public 
schools. He attended Provi­ 
dence College and Yale law 
schools. 
Dodd joined the FBI in 1932 
after graduation from law 
school and served two years as 
a special agent. 
He served in the Justice De­ 
partment from 1938 to 1945 and 
helped establish the depart­ 
ment’s first civil rights section. 
He prosecuted a number of civ­ 
il rights cases, several of them 
in the South. 
Dodd began the private prac­ 
tice of law at Hartford, Conn., 
in 1947. 
In 1952 he was elected to the 
house of Representatives from 
the 1st Congressional District, 
Hartford County, and was re­ 
elected in 1954. That same year 
he was assigned to the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee. 
In 1956 Dodd made his first 
bid for the U.S. Senate but lost 
to incumbent Sen. Prescott 
Bush. 
Two years later, on Nov. 1. 
1958, Dodd was elected to the 
Senate, defeating incumbent 
Sen. William Purtell by 144,200 
votes. He was re-elected to the 
Senate in 1964.

Our introduction to British customs 
came when we checked into the Strand 
Palace Hotel in London. 
There was a free shoe shine machine 
at the elevator, side by side with the ice 
making machine, recently installed, an 
accommodation for American tourists, I 
am sure. 
We had thick puffs on each bed that 
were held in place by a bedside stand 
that extended about 24 inches across the 
puff. By shifting it to the side of the bed, 
it became a tray for early morning tea, 
that is, in case we ordered it the night 
before... or for a meal served in the room 
at a slight additional charge. 
We arrived in London at 2 a.m. New 
York time, or 8 a.m. London time. Lon­ 
doners were going to work as we rode in 
on the bus from the airport. The day was 
clear, flowers were blooming, and our 
vacation had an auspicious beginning. 
Our room was not available until 12 
London time, so we walked to Trafalgar 
Square, to Picadilly, and to Soho. Picked 
up tickets to' see Canterbury Tales that 
evening. 
The next morning we were tired and 
still on New York time. At 10:20 the 
telephone rang. I failed to understand 
the cockney accent, the roommate under­ 
stood it was something about breakfast. 
We dressed, went down for a noon 
brunch, and found that the call was to 
remind us that the dining room closed 
in 10 minutes and our breakfast was in­ 
cluded with our room! This concern for 
our welfare was typical wherever we 
went. 
This hotel is centrally located and 
favored by tourists. The lobby often 
found groups speaking many different 
languages. One wall in the lobby was 
practically covered with a tapestry woven 
on grass green background. It was ap­ 
proximately 10 by 20 feet. It featured 
five players in action on a cricket field! 
Only American and foreign women 
wore the pant suits. In most cases dress­ 
es were very short and shoes were boots 
coming almost to the knee. Toes were 
square and heels were square. Evening 
dresses were always long. 
Taxies were identical throughout Lon­ 
don. They looked like miniature black 
Rolls Royce (actually Austins), with the 
yellow sign lighted in front when for 
hire, and a small light on top left rear or 
top right rear to signal a turn. 
In every case it was queue here for the 
taxi . . . or queue here for the bus, or 
for service for tickets, or for stamps, or 
for practically anything. 
Telephones were found only in red 
telephone booths on the street or along 
country roads in both Scotland and Eng­ 
land. Mastering their use was an educa­ 
tion. You picked up the receiver, dialed 
your number, then listened to an inter­ 
mittent buzz that sounded just like a 
local busy signal but there this is actual­ 
ly the ring. When it changes to a staccat- 
to hiss or a bee-bee-bee, it means you. 
should drop in two pence quickly and 
start talking. 
When we visited the House of Com­ 
mons, we sat in the Strangers Gallery. 
Buses are double deckers with the upper 
deck great for sight-seeing, but also the 
only place that smoking was allowed. 
Trooping the colors represents the horse 
marines protecting the British flag. 
When we said good-bye, the response was 
always “cheerio.”

“Ye are the salt of the earth,” Jesus 
told His disciples. This means that the 
church is under divine orders to relate to 
and involve itself with the world in a re­ 
demptive way.

Colonel Edgar D. Whitcomb 
was his own commander in 
chief until he recently resigned 
his National Guard commission. 
It was an unusual situation 
which presented many interest­ 
ing legal questions. Whitcomb 
was an Air Force officer during 
World War II. His experiences 
during his escape from the Jap­ 
anese led to publication of his 
book “Escape from Corregidor.” 
Following the end of the war, 
he retained a commission in 
the Air Force Reserve. 
During the first year of his 
administration, Whitcomb left 
the Governor’s office for two 
weeks active duty at the Pen­ 
tagon in Washington, D.C. After 
his return to Indiana, he trans­ 
ferred his commission from the 
Reserves to the National Guard. 
Under Indiana law the Gover­ 
nor is commander-in-chief of all 
state military forces, including 
the army, navy, marine and air 
forces in the Guard. It would 
appear this would give him au­ 
thority to give himself a pro­ 
motion to general, and certainly, 
the temptation would have been 
great. 
However, the situation is now 
ended. Last week it was an­ 
nounced that Whitcom.b resigned 
his National Guard commission. 
Undoubtedly he will have enough 
combined service to qualify for 
the small reserve retirement 
pay when he reaches age 65. 
Attorney General Theodore L 
Sendak retains his Army Re­ 
serve Commission as a colonel. 
He just completed two week’s 
active duty assigned to the Army 
Information School at Fort Har­ 
rison. 
A strict conservative attitude 
was evidence by the last General 
Assembly in the face of a flood 
of bills to liberalize Hoosier li­ 
quor laws. Biggest fight of 
session centered taxes, with the 
controversial time issue and al­ 
lowing sale of liquor on the Mon­ 
roe Reservior vying for second 
place. 
On the whole, the session 
adopted a conservative attitude 
refusing to endorse Sunday sales 
or to extend drinking rights to 
18 year olds. Tennessee’s legis­ 
lature passed a new law lower­ 
ing the legal age from 21 to 18 
and adjourned for the week-end. 
They returned to face a move 
led by Lt. Governor John Wild­ 
er and 13 state senators to re­ 
turn the drinking age to 21. Dis­ 
gruntled parents and law en­ 
forcement officers besigned the 
law makers with telephone calls. 
“I don’t believe 18-year-olds 
are quite ready to drink yet," 
Lt. Gov. Wilder observed. 
Texas is revising its drinking 
laws. In the state, you can pur­ 
chase bottled liquor, and carry 
it with you in a browrn paper 
bag to the better eating estab­ 
lishments. They can serve “set­ 
ups’* but only private clubs can 
sell liquor by the drinks. Pri­ 
vate clubs have flourished, with 
most transient hotels having 
their own. Room registration in 
the hotel makes you a member 
of at. least one club where you 
can buy a drink. 
All of this is changing, with 
many countries already approv­ 
ing a vote for change of the 
law. 


Indiana’s liquor laws are out­ 
dated.,, full of double standards, 
and should be updated. They 
do not have to be liberalized to 
make them current. One such 
provision was changed during 
the last legislature. You can. now 
stand up and be served a drink, 
which was previously illegal. 
Nov/ when you fall down, you 
will know you have had too 
much. 
A bill to permit minors to 
stock and carry out packages 
with sealed containers of alco­ 
holic beverages did not make 
it out of committee. It is a. 
double standard, and should be 
changed. I can see the sense in 
not permitting minors to work 
in taverns or liquor stores. How­ 
ever, we do permit and. encour­ 
age part-time jobs for minors 
in such places as drugstores and 
groceries. 
Beer and wine is carried in 
the stock .room, and they must 
work around it but not touch. 
It is stocked on shelves they 
pass, but can’t stock. Minor age 
cashiers must call an adult over 
21 to press the cash register key 
for sale of that single item. A 
person under 21 cannot “sell” 
alcoholic beverages. An adult 
must take it out of the basket, 
and load it on the cart... The 
“sacker” is also under 21. 
The minor sees all of these 
actions, and wonders why. So do 
I. 
Purdue University students 
contributed 50,000 man-hours 
last year to charitable agencies 
with overhead expenses of $864.

“Ice Palace” was split about 
even between the usual variety 
staples—singing and comedy— 
and skating. There W 8. S Leslie 
Uggams and the Cows ills for 
music and Skiles and Hender­ 
son for some comedy. And no 
nonsense about having them 
wobbling around on skates: 
They worked from a rug island 
in the middle of the ring. The 
skates, 
skillful 
and. profes­ 
sional, will be around all sum­ 
mer; the variety performers 
will change each week. It 
should be pleasantly cooling in 
hot. weather. 
The “Miss U.S.A.” pageant 
busily paraded the beauties 


around, asked them a lot of sil­ 
ly questions and provided view­ 
ers with fulsome vital informa­ 
tion. including the zodiac sign, of 
each finalist.

Political Byplay Shadows 
Social Security-Welfare Bill

WASHINGTON (A P) — The 
itew Social Securitv-welfare bill 
remains studded with political 
prickles for both the Republi­ 
can 
administration 
and 
the 
Democratic 
Congress, 
even 
though praised by high figures 
in both parties. 
Even as it. was approved by 
the House Ways 
and 
Means 
Committee, 
there 
was 
a 
glimpse of the political byplay 
marking its course. 
! Thanks to a shift by a con­ 
servative Southern 
Democrat, 
the committee reversed an ear­ 
lier decision, and. by a 1.3-12 vote 
added a 5-per-cent Social Secur­ 
ity benefit increase, effective 
June 1, 1972. 
*By doing so, the committee 
enhanced 
the 
bill's 
chances, 
since it is hard to vote against 
a benefit increase, especially 
one taking effect in an election 
year. 
Rut the Democratic majority 
also scored a subtle political 
point. The bill already contain­ 
ed a provision that benefits— 
and taxes—were to be adjusted 
whenever the cost of living in­ 
creased as much as 3 per cent. 
This provision was favored by 
President Nixon and the Re­ 
publican members. 
One Democrat, asking he not 
be identified, commented. “ If 
we had let it go at that, there 
dertainly would, have »been an. 
automatic 
increase 
effective 
Jan. 1, 1973. All during the 1972 
Campaign, Nixon would have 
been bragging about the com­ 
ing increase because of his pro­ 
vision.” 
Instead, 
he 
reasoned, 
the 
higher benefits, coming June 1, 
1972—just before national con­ 
vention 
time—would 
bear 
a 
Democratic label. 


The voluminous bill is really 
two major pieces of legislation 
in one: 
—A c o n s i d e r a b l e liber­ 
alization of Social Security, em ­ 
bracing, beside the benefit in­ 
crease, advantages for widows, 
pensioners still earning some 
money, low-income couples and 
the disabled, 
who wrould 
be­ 
come eligible for Medicare. It 
includes a stiff payroll-tax in­ 
crease. 
—A substitute for the present, 
m u c h-criticized 
federal-state 
welfare system. 
Despite sub­ 
stantial reworking by the com­ 
mittee, the new plan is based 
on Nixon’s proposal. 
Liberals were pleasantly sur­ 
prised the plan includes a large 
federal assumption of responii- 
bility; 
an assured family in­ 
come, even for those with a
